The University of Kentucky has 
added two new laboratories to the 
Oeology department. These new de- 
velopments consist of acid and pe- 
troleum laboratories. 

The new laboratories open new 
fields of study and research for 
the students. In the acid laboratory 
various fluids are used which help 
carry on the work of dissolving prac- 
tically Insoluble residue. These pro- 
cesses help determine the amount 
of silicate in carnivorous oil work. 
Information gained through this 
process can be used in future corre- 
lation work. Students can also get 
many new and interesting ideas for 
their geology thesis. 

The petroleum laboratory is car- 
ried on In conjunction with the 
state petroleum department. Tests 
are made there to determine the 
amount of oil content In abandoned 
oil sands and cores. If sufficient oil 
residue is found In the laboratory 
tests, the pools are reworked The 
University operators are paid a small 
fee for this research to help defray 
operating

The hair-raising last inning, 
though, put an end to such specu- 
lation.

Reaches Rome; Mussolini Congratulates Soldiers

Rome. Oct. 7 I IN8»— Cries of "On 
to Addis Ababa! On to Hararl" rang 
through Italy from Sicily to Savoy 
as Joyous crowds, after a tremen- 
dous celebration of the fall of 
Adowa. urged their troops in Ethio- 
pia on to new victories. 

Official word of the occupation 
of Adowa. wiping out memories of 
6,1)00 dead and wounded Italian sol- 
diers there in 1886. together with 
news of capitulation of nearby Adi- 
grat and Oerlogubl. on the south- 
eastern front, was conveyed by ra- 
dio to a frenzied populace late yes- 
terday 

"On the morning ol the 6th, at 
dawn, the Second Army corpa ad- 
vanced and took Adowa at 10 30 
o'clock." blared loud speakers in 
public squares. 

"The people and clergy of Adowa 
placed themselves In the hands of 
the victorious troops ." 

Two aerial bombardments and 
heavy shelling by artillery over a 
period ol lour days preceded the 
triumphal entry of Oeneral Mara- 
vlgna, led by tanks. Into the town 
of mud and thatched hut*. 

Premier Mussolini heard of the 
victory shortly before • p. in He no- 
tified King Victor Emanuel and ra- 



dioed his congratulations to Oeneral 
Emillo Dc Bono, commander-in- 
chief of the northern army. 

"Announcement of the conquest 
of Adowa has filled with pride the 
soul of all Italians." said II Duce 
"To you and all your troops come 
my highest praise and the grati- 
tude of the entire nation." 

Twenty thousand in Plana Col- 
onna heard Vezlo Erazi, federal 
head of the Fascist party, shout: 
"The dead of Adowa march on with 
the new army of Italy, which be- 
fore long will give to Italy Its great, 
strong, colonial empire." 

Six thousand Abysslnlans, accord 
ing to Information 
the Italians In their 
push Into Adowa. 

Two bullet holes were found In 
the wing of the airplane flown by 
Count Clauo. Mussolini's son-in- 
law, after the action at Adowa. it 
was announced Earlier Italy had 
learned of the Adlgrat victory. 

"On the 5th of October." said the 
communique. "The Italian flag, 
which had been taken down from 
the fort at Adlgrat In 1806. has once 
again been hoisted over the nuns 
of that fort by troop* of the First 
Army corps under Oeneral Saullnl 
"The people and clergy have 
themselves in the hands of 
troops 



"An attempted advance of the 
enemy at Debra Slon was pushed 
back by our valiant soldiers. 

"New lines have been Joined with 
those of the other army corps. The 
native (Eritrean) Colonial corps, 
after taking Amba Haugher, has now 
reached the Entlsclo Valley. The 
second corps, which maneuvered 
over more difficult terrain, is now 
in the vicinity of the Adowa valley 
"The air force has collaborated 
in a valiant manner to aid the 
troops. Oeneral De Bong stated that 
all the troops have acquitted them- 
selves valorously. 

"The troops have rested during 
the night in the new positions they 
occupied during the day. Workers 
of the Engineering corps are trans- 
forming paths from the frontier to 
Adlgrat into good roads 

"During the night, other chief- 
tains placed themselves in the hands 
of Italian troops." 

Far less light was thrown on 
the campaign from I tall lan Somali- 
land, and there was no Informa- 
tion here ut ail about movements 
from the South Eritrean sector. 

"Ou the Bomaliland frontier," 
said a terse communique, "after a 
short battle. Oeilogubl was taken."

Kentucky's mighty Wildcats threw 
a scare Into the powerful Buckeyes 
of Ohio State, Saturday, and kept 
a record crowd of Mt.BM persons In 
doubt as to the final outcome until 
the last few minutes of play, finally 
bowing under a 19 to 6 score.

Davis, Kentucky's thoroughbred 
hairbacks. was the best seen In the 
Ohio stadium In many years These 
stellar performers repeatedly broke 
through the Buc). forward wall to 
nail would be ball carriers, and 
time and time again carried the 
ball through their tackles for size- 
able gains.

they were not overrated. It was 
Davis that carried the ball from 
the five-yard line over the goal for 
the Wildcat's only touchdown 

From the opening klckoff. the 
Buckeyes took the ball and march- 
ed straight for a touchdown with- 
out relinquishing the ball. This did 
not take the heart out of the Ken- 
tnucklans because from this point 
on they managed to hold their own 

Ohlos line Saturday was sluggish 
in spots and had it not been for 
the work of Oomer Jones at center, 
Kentucky might have gained more 
than they did. The work of Ohio's 
ends. Wendt and Rees, was parti- 
cularly outstanding and they were 
sharp thorns in the sides of Wild- 
cat ball carriers. 

Johnson and Davis were not the 
only Kentucky men to receive a 
large amount of praise from Ohio 
newspapers. Elmore Simpson, full- 
back; Nevers, tackle, and Myers, 
center, were given credit for the 
great showing made by the men of 
Wynne. Captain Jimmy Long and 
"Duke" Ellington were publicized as 
two of the best flank men to set 
fool on the Ohio gridiron. 

Although the Cats were defeated 
by two touchdowns, statistics show 
that the game was much closer. 
Ohio had 18 first downs, 12 by 
rushing and six by passing; Ken- 
tucky had 10, eight by rushing, one 



by passing, and one by a penalty 
Ohio gained 177 yards advancing 
the ball; Kentucky chalked up 133 
Ohio clicked off 154 yards on eight 
passes out of 15, and Kentucky 
made only three out of 13 attempts 
good for 27 yards. Kentucky had 
three passes Intercepted, but took 
only two pass e s away from the 
Ohloans. Johnson punted for Ken- 
tucky averaging 37 3 yards, while 
Kabaelo, punting for Ohio, aver- 
aged 39 8 yards. 

Ohio had the best of It on punt 
returns, 74 yards to 15, while Ken- 
tucky, due mostly to more oppor- 
tunities, had the moat success re- 
turning klckoff s. chalking up 61 to 
30 for the Bucks. The Wildcats 
were outgained almost two to one 
on total yardage, the figures show- 
ing 331 to 159.
